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1 don't worry me too much if a club does not produoce-a programme. The 
important thing іє that I have been to the ground. But if the choice is 
between a club who has a programme and one who does not, then nine timen 
cut of ten I will choose the former. There is one increasing trend in non 
league circles that I dislike intensely, and that is when somseons produces 
a programme to mark his own visit to a ground. If he does it just to give 
himself a souvenir, that is up to him. But when that same egomaniac 
proudly announces to &ll and sundry that a programme will be issued for a 
certain matoh, I only wish he would qualify it and say that it is to mark 
his own regal presence, and for no ussful purpose.

I know of oné non league follower hor if there is no programmé at а match 
һе attenda, will print up one for himself. He doses not pass it off as 
genuine and iF anyone wants a copy he makes it quite clear thàt it is 
nothing more than à personal souvenir of the game. Even so he came in for 
a lot of unfair criticism when he did this after а match at Chipperfield 
earlier in the season. 


I really dislike the trend to produce a one-off For some nondescript 
match, sall the odd one or two at the ground, and then rake in the profit 
by advertising the leftovers at exorbitant prices. The problem here is 
that I can never be certain if thes programme la a one-off- or a regular 
issue, And this trend is becoming increasingly. common. 


There аге always exceptions to any role, and I was very impressed with 
John Stancome's productions for Royal George and Metrogas. John was asked 
to produce a programme for these gxmes, and I wes pleasantly surprixzed tc 
find that the profit he made went immediately to the ciubs in question. 
Moreover the programmes themselves were wejl designed and à credit to the 
clubs concerned. 


I never take any notice of the prograsme awards at tho end of the season. 
I know too many programme editors who make s special effort on just one 
programme айй send this up. I have even been to three grounds, where the 
club has featured high up in the avards, and found that they did not issue 
a programme on a regular basis. I had to laugh l&st season when my ovn 
club finished up in something like 200th plece. We didn't evénr submit an 
entry. More to the polnt, our programmée is primarily produced for our 
supporters to read at the match, and is never intended to win any useless 
ачагда. (Unfortunately our supporters don't think much of thom either.]! 


Overall |І have become very disillusioned with non league programmes this 
easan, as it is next to impossible at times to differentiate between the 
genuine regular issue and the rip-off one-off. I would be interested to 
know what other collectors think. '
